DAMAGE IN MICHIGAN. 


The Loss to Property There Estimated 
at Two Hundred Thousand Dollars. 


DETROIT, Mich., July 16.—A fierce storm 
of wind, rain and electricity swept oyer 
West Michigan last night, doing damage 
to crops and property to the extent of 
nearly $200,000. In Calhoun County twenty 
barns were reported struck by electricity 
and burned. In Lenawee County the rain- 
fall was 2.10 inches. Around Kalamazoo 
immense wre was done to celery beds. 
In Berrien and St. Joseph Counties great 
orchards of apples. peaches and pears were 
stripped of fruit by the wind. 


CINCINNATI, O., July 16.—Specials 
from Southern Ohio, Eastern Kentucky 
and West Virginia to the Enquirer report 
the. hardest rain and windstorm yesterday 
ever known along the Ohio Valley. Several 
lives are reported lost and much property 
was destroyed by lightning. 

The Kanawha and other rivers are rag- 
ing. All of the Northeastern tributaries 
of the Ohio are high. The Ohio River Rail-

At Marietta the lightning destroyed 600 
barrels of oil and the derricks at the Racer 
and Rock company’s oil works. Many 
buildings were damaged by wind thorugh- 
out the Ohio Valley. 

In Covington, Ky., the roof of Ledger's 
tobacco warehouse was blown off and ,- 
000 worth of tobacco ruined. The West 
Covington Opera-house roof was taken 
off, as also were the roofs of several dwell- 
ings in Newport. The mercury fell from 
91 to 66. 

At McArthur, O., the reservoir broke, 
two bridges were washed away, and the 
roof of Sisson's drug store was blown off. 
The Elke company’s store and three dwell- 
ing houses were struck by lightning. The 
Columbus, Toledo & Hocking Valley Rall- 
road wag badly damaged. : 

Along the upper waters of the Little 
Kanawha many houses, several mills, 
thousands of logs and ties and all of the 
crops, fences, etc., were washed away. 
There are reports of the loss of several 
lives, but the wires are down and the re- 
ports cannot be verified. 


IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


A Flood Raged Through Pittsburg and 
Allegheny Streets. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 16.—A cloudburst 
last night did great damage throughout this 
city and Allegheny. It is estimated that 


the loss will reach $1,000,000. Every street 
car line in the two cities, except the Birm- 
ingham Traction, was blocked, and for 
hours no travel was attempted. Every 
house on the north. side of Butler street, 
from Forty-eighth street east, was flooded, 
many of them being entirely ruined. 

In Allegheny, Perrysville avenue was 
flooded from one end to the other, under- 
mining the News Street Railway, renderin 
it an almost total loss. Seven miles o 
sawmill run plank road is destroyed, the 
plank being carried away. The water came

SARATOGA, N. ., July 16.—Reports from 
the results of yesterday afternoon's de- 
structive storm in the Adirondacks show 
that the storm swept northeast from this 
place and, leaving here, a cyclone devel- 
oped. A funnel-shaped cloud struck the 
earth between: Fort Edward and Argyle, 
Washington County, destroying farm dwell- 
ings and barns. ear Durketown, and in 
Moreau, eleven buildings were wrecked. Be- 
tween Argyle and North Argyle property 
valued at $10,000 was destroyed. There were 
many miraculous escapes, but no loss of life 
is reported. 


Cloudburst at Cheyenne. 


CHEYENNE, Wyo., July 16.—A rain storm 


resembling a cloudburst occurred here 
Wednesday afternoon, flooding the entire 
business portion of the city and causing 13 
ward of $50,000 damage to merchandise in 
cellars, to sidewalks, parks, streets and to 
shops and electric light plants. The Signal 
Service record shows that the storm was 
limited in area, but that 4% inches of water 
fell in one hour and forty minutes.

„In his speech at Centralia Mr. Bryan 
struck the key-note of the Democratic 
campaign.

‘gland. Patriotism is involved as well as 
self-interest. Mr. Bryan does Well to ap- 
peal to the sentiment of national pride.

„In his speech at Centralia Mr. Bryan 
struck the key-note of the Democratic 
campaign.

BEATEN WITH A 
BASE BALL BAT. 


BRUTAL ASSAULT ON MIKE M’COY 
BY PATRICK QUINN. 


THE MEN WERE ROOMMATES. 


McCoy Cursed Quinn in a Drunken 
Stupor and the Latter Beat Him 
Until He Fractured His Skull. 


Patrick Quinn, a section hand for the 
Terminal Association, fractured the skull 
of Mike McCoy, fellow-workman and room- 
mate, Wednesday night, with a baseball 
bat. 

Quinn escaped at the time, but was ar- 
rested several hours afterward in Baden 


and locked in a cell at the O’Fallon Park 
Police Station. McCoy was sent to the City 
Hospital, where it was found that he had 
sustained compound comminuted fracture 
of the skull, and Dr. Sutter gave him but 
a few hours to live. 

McCoy and Quinn had been friends ever 
since the hatter came to this country from 
County Limerick, Ireland. They had both 
been raised in the same village. Quinn had 
worked for some time for the Merchants’ 
Terminal Co., but several weeks ago he 
went on a drunk and was discharged. 

He then went to live with McCoy at 411 
South Fifteenth street, and it was in the 
front yard of that place that the assault 
took place. 

Quinn went to work with McCoy two 
weeks ago for the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation. Both men received their wages 
last Monday and immediately began a 
spree. 

Erhey became very drunk by Wednesday 
and went home. McCoy was unable to get 
in the house, and stretched himself out on 
the settee in the front yard. 

Quinn, who was not so drunk, got in the 
house, and by 9 o' clock had sobered up some- 
what, and went into the yard to call Mc- 


fae 

The assault is best told in the words of 
Quinn. > 

“I was drunk,“ he said. when I went out 
to call Mike, and he was asleep. I shook 
him until he raised up. When * opened 
his eyes and saw me, he began to 
and call me the worst names 
That was more than 1 could stand and 1 
went around to the side of the house and 
got a base ball bat that belonged to one of 
the boys at the place. 

When I came back Mike was sitti u 
rubbing his eyes. His hat was on the bac 
of his head. But I was so mad I didn’t 
know what I was doing, and when I got in 
sront of him I raised the heavy bat over my 


ad. 

“He seemed to have gotten over his bad 
humor and says, ‘Hello, Pat,’ but I never 
paid any attention to that, and brought my 
weapon down on his head with all my might, 

He never said anything. He just dropped 
over on the bench unconscious. 

“His head caught on the arm of the settee 
and rested a little higher than his shoulders. 
— I don’t know how many times I struck

McCoy was taken to the City Hospital, 
where Dr. Sutter and his assistants re- 
moved considerable of the shattered skull, 
but it was said that there was no hope 
for his recovery.

Chairman Mott of the Silver Party De- 
clares That All Friends of Sil- 
ver Should Stand Together. 


The headquarters of Chairman Mott of 
the National Silver party in the Lindell 
Hotel is dividing interest with those of 
Chairman Taubeneck of the Populist party 
in the Commercial Building. The fact is 
Chairman Mott is quite popular with the 
Populists and keeps in close touch with the 
leaders of that party. . 

“I want to see,“ said Mr. Mott, “an 
agreement reached, an alliance if you 


please, made whereby the opponents of the 
single gold standard may be marshaled into 
a solid phalanx. I care not what may be 
their differences or opinions as to other 
issues or their theories as to party ethics. 

“The main question, the supreme issue 
is whether we are to have free silver and 
restore prosperity to the country, or 
whether the very manhood of the people 
of this country is to be crushed and stamp- 
ed out by the heel of corporate gresd and 
plutccratic domination.

EFFECTS OF MONOMETALCISM. 


Withdrawal of Any Final Payment 
oney Reduces the Volume and 
Value.of Promissory Mediums. 


One of the leading merchants and business 
men of St. Louis gives the following rea- 
sons why a fair-minded man, who believes 
in free competition, should favor the equal 
treatment by law of both gold and silver: 

1. Because it ‘will then require less com- 
modities to buy a given quantity of gold, 
and thus restraim decline in prices. 

2. Because the decreased demand for gold 
will bring down its value compared with 
silver, thus causing this last to equally rise 
in value. 

3. Because the competition between gold 
and silver will act satisfactorily in coynter- 
acting the anti-competition features of a 


single metal. 

4. Because as the mumber of dollars, com- 
prising the volume of promines, used as 
money is controlled by the volume of final 
payment or legal tender dollars; and as the 
values of commodities are made by volume 
of whole currency, so all values are really 
made by the volume of final payment 
money. 

5. Because a decline of even 1 per cent on 
the seventy thousand millions into which 
the weaith of this country is now divid 
would be more of a loss than the whole 
gold of the country amounts to. 

6. Because debtors borrowing a certain 
quantity of wealth have to pay back a 
much larger quantity in addition to interest 
if prices have been reduced between the 
time the debt was made and its payment. 

7. Because when prices are on the decline 
those who buy and sell find that merchan- 
dise is always worth less than when pur- 
chased, and so the decline, being greater 
than any advance, comes out of their profits, 
which are, therefore, generally nil. 

8. Because, while the wages of labor are 
kept up by means of the organization of em- 
ployes, large numbers find nothing to do, 
and so become not only non-producers, but 
a burden upon those who both pay and earn 
wages. 

9. Because no prudent man will go into 
the production or sale of anything while 
its value is declining faster than any pros- 
pective profit; and so the full producing 
and Conanpene ability of the nation is not 
maintained 

10. Because (although all the products of 
the country are finally disposed of) they 
do not pass from producer to consumer, 
or user, at a profit, and so business only

Yesterday. 


A late edition of Wednesday’s Post-Dis- 
patch told of the sensation created in Judge 
Edmunds’ court by Chris Schawacker, the 
Republican leader of the First Ward, who, 
besides being the City Undertaker, holds 
down the fat office of Street Cleaning Su- 
perintendent. : 

Schawacker fairly paralyzed the officials 
of the court by taking out naturalization 
papers, and admitting that though of for- 
eign birth he never before applied for pa- 


many he was but three years of age when 
he came to this country, and when he 
became of age, 1 in a justwe's of- 
fice, thinking nothin more was necessary 
to make him a ful ged American — 
He explained that while he never had any 
doubt of his citizenship he could not regis- 
ter under the new election law without 
presenting naturalization rs or furnish- 
ing a satisfactory reason for mot having 
such proof of his right to vote: 

He was given minors’ papers, after being 
subjected to a rigid examination by Judge 
Edmunds. 

There are others in precisely the same 
predicament as Sone wae and some of 
them are disposed to complain of the pro- 
visions of the new law. is act requires 
foreign-born citizens to show their nat- 
uralization papers or present a satisfactory 
sworn statement that the evidences of cit- 
izenship were obtained at some time. In- 
quiries are made daily at the Election Com- 
missioner’s Office on this subject. The sec- 
tion reads: 

„Where the applicant (for E is 
of foreign birth, the Board of Registry 
shall require him ‘to produce his naturaliza- 
tion papers or declaration of intention, as 
the case may be, unless the applicant shall 
make affidavit that they are ost or des- 
troyed.’ 

The registration under the new law will 
be open in the various precincts but three 
days and the Central Committee of the two 
arties are working hard rounding up the 
fo reign born citizens to see that they have 
a clean bill so far as papers are concerned. 

Schawacker was ‘“guyed” unmercifully 
by the First Ward Democrats he encoun- 
tered Wednesday evening. He will be re- 
membered for the conspicuous part he 
took in the prosecution of Democrats for 
alleged illegal voting immediately after 
the 1894 election. He had considerable to 
say then regarding illegal Me a and gave 
testimony against several defendants. 

At that time Maj. Harrigan testified 
that Schawacker’s character was not good. 
He has held several public offices in the 
last twenty years, one of which was c“ 
ive. This was a seat in the House of } - 
gates, which he obtained twelve year“ o, 
because of a split in the Democratic ran 

If there is any way of prosecuting Scha- 
wacker for failing to conform with the 
law it will be taken advantage of by the 
First Ward Democrats, as they have many 
scores to settle with him. 

Schawacker said to a reporter that he was 
made a citizen when his father took Gut 
naturalization papers during his minority. 
He was defiant and said he did not care 
what his enemies said or did looking to a 
prosecution. 

Statesman Schawacker’s action in takin 
out papers caused a number of inquiries a 
the Election Commissioner’s office Thurs- 
day. German-Americans, who came to this 
country at a tender age, wanted to know 
if the naturalization of their fathers, while 
they were minors, did not make them cit. 
zens when they attained the legal age. 

Secretary Saunders informed all callers 
that there was no occasion for Schawack 
to take out papers if he was in a posit! 
to swear thet his father was a naturalized 
citizen. 

“All the Election Board will desire to 
know in such cases,“ he said, is that the 
father was naturalized during the minority 
of the son. Then by the act of Congress 
the son is a citizen without eme to take 
out pavers.
